Descendants of the Germans Who Came 
to This Country In 1682, 

To most Americans the word “Dutch” 
means German. The Dutch are Hol- 
landers from the Netherlands. New 
York was first settled by the Dutch 
from Holland, 

The first Germans came to this coun- 
try in 1682 and settled at Germantown. 
It Is estiniated that the Germans and 
their descendants in Pennsylvania 
numbered 100,000 at the time of our 
revolution. The descendants of these 
are called the Pennsylvania Germans 
or Dutch. The word Dutch is a cor 
ruption of Deutsch, meaning German, 

The early Germans were followers 
of Menno Simons, known as Mennon- 
ites. They were persecuted in their 
own country on account of their re- 
ligious belief and when Penn offered 
religious liberty it was gladly accept- 
ed by them, The persecuted Germans 
same largely from the Rhenish palati. 
nate, Wurtemberg, from the lower 
Rhine, Alsace, Saxony and Switzer 
land. 

The southeastern counties of Penn- 
sylvania, such as Lancaster, York, 
Berks and Lebanon, were chosen for 
settlement. These settlers spoke a 
variety of dialects, and, owing to seg- 
regation in religious communities, they 
clung to their mother tongue. English 
words have since crept in and as a re- 
sult we bave the somewhat pictur 
esque language known as the “Penn- 
sylvania Dutch." Their religious be 
Hef and their common Interest have 
preserved this class with singular 
purity.—Philadeiphia Ledger. 


DOLD TALLY STICKS. 


Their Use In England Was Abolished 
With Disastrous Results. 

In the museum attached to the 
standards department of the board of 
trade, in Old Palace yard, London, 
a box containing a number of the old 
exchequer tally sticks, upon which, un- 
til an early period in the last century, 
it was the custom to keep the national 
accounts. 

The tallies were notched sticks of 
seasoned willow or hazel, the notch on 
the edge representing the particular 
amount—the smallest for pence, a 
larger notch for shillings and the larg- 
est for pounds. 

The system, which was first intro- 
duced by the Normans in the year 1066, 
was not finally abolished until the 
reign of William IV., and then only 
with disastrous results. An order was 
promulgated that the accumulated tal- 
Hes, amounting to many thousands, 
were to be destroyed, and they were 
accordingly burned in one of the stoves 
in the house of lords. By some means 
or other the stove became choked, the 
paneling caught fire, and tn the end 
the whole of the palace of Westmin- 
ster, with ‘the exception of Westmin- 
ster hall, was destroyed. 

Some years ago a number of these 
old tally sticks were discovered tn 
Martin’s bank. in Lombard street— 
New York Tribune.

The art of good conducting began 
with Mendelssohn. The Leipzig Ge- | 
wandhaus owes the greatness of Its or- 
chestra to him. He was a hard task- 
master, but, according to the words of 
Joachim, he earned the good will and 
respect of his men by his thorough 
knowledge, says the Music Magazine. 

He was sane and rational, preferring 
a cheerful mood to gloom, Johann 
Kruse, formerly second violinist of the 
Joachim quartet, once told a little sto- 
ry of Mendelssohn's conducting in Lon- 
don, where he was always a favorite. 

“Mendelssohn was to bring out the 
boy Joachim, then about twelve or 
fourteen years of age,” he said. “At 
that time Joachim played Bach and 
Beethoven like a master. He began to 
rehearse the Mendelssohn concert witb 
the orchestra when suddenly with boy- 
ish impetuosity he turned to the con- 
ductor and said, ‘Herr Mendelssohn, I 
am sure there is a mistake in the or- 
chestration here.’ 

“The cheerful and sunny Mendels- 
sohn replied, ‘Well, this is a good time 
to correct it, my boy,’ and the error 
was found and corrected.” 


Two Curious Knives. 

When Sheffield first became famous 
for its cutlery a peculiarly shaped 
knife, designed for a variety of uses, 
Was made with great care and sent to 
the agent of the Cutlers’ company in 
London. On one of the blades was en- 
graved the following challenge: 

London, for thy life, 
Show me such another knife.

1815, revived by Napoleon III, surren- 
dered with Metz to the Germans and 
wus abolished by the government soon | 
after.

TRAMPS OF THE SEA. 


Their Work In Developing the Ocean 
Carrying Trade, 

There are land tramps and sea 
tramps, but whereas the former lives 
by the labor of others, the world’s 
business would be in great straits | 
were the latter to be swept from the 
face of the ocean. While there have 
practically always been tramp ships 
since men have sailed the sea, it re- 
mained for the Yankee skippers to de- 
velop this phase of ocean carrying to 
its highest degree. Tramping on the 
ocean is only another name for trad- 
ing, and many are the stories extant 
of Yankee skippers swapping beads, 
mirrors, calico, knives and other trifles 
for Ivory in Africa, and for commodi- 
ties equally as valuable in other lands. 

The tramp steamship came into ex- 
istence during the war between the 
states, and it is to this type of vessel 
that England primarily owes her su- 
premacy on the sea, she having en- 
couraged the building of tramps more 
than any other nation. In times of 


| peace they add to her prosperity, and 


where they enjoy a subsidy, as they 
do in some instances, they are used as 
transports and other auxiliaries in 
times of war. 

Next to England comes Norway as a 
nation which encourages sea tramps, 
and as her maritime laws are more 
elastic than those of Great Britain, 
many British tramps are sold to Nor- 
wegian owners, who make them pay 
after they have outlived their useful- 
ness under the British flag.—Marine 
Journal. 


Rook and Crook. 

The rook appears to have become the 
bird whose name stands for swindlers 
in a distinctly unfair way. At first 
“rook” meant a dupe, then the verb 
“to rook” came to mean to cheat, and 
out of this was evolved “rook,” a 
cheater—a complete topsy turvy proc:

These 
mines were formerly worked by the

After Almaden so far as yield of 
quicksilver is concerned comes Idria, 
an Austrian town, twenty-eight miles 
from Triest. These mines also were 
oncve worked by criminals, who, owing

There are now nearly 500 miners en- 
gaged in the work at Idria. They are 
induced to enter the mines by high 
pay. A pension is allowed when they 
are disabled, and provision is made for 
their widows and children.—Pearson's 
Weekly.
